large amount of improved farm land 
allegedly was assessed at the value of 
one dollar per acre, ns compared with 
the $20 rate declared prevalent in Mis- 
sissippi county, adjoining Poinsett. 


Assessed Values Vary Widely 


The assessed values varied widely 


even on adjacent lands, it was testi- 
fied. One witness said that his 40-acrc 
farm wa.s assessed at $100, while the 
farm of his neighbor across the road, 
the same size and quality and with 
the .same improvements, wa.s assessed 
at SL'iO. 


Large plantation owners and land- 


owners were given the edge in the as- 
sessments, it was said by some wit- 
nesses. 
A large farm, worth $30,000

WASHINGTON.— Secretary Ickes swore softly as he read the government's 


brief in its Parker Dam injunction suit agninst the state of Arizona. 


Read the brief and you'll see why. ( 
Some years ago a group of progres- 


sives in Congress, led 
by Senator 


Hiram Johnson of California, won a' 
long, grim fight against the "power 
trust" for government construction of 
a huge power project on the Colorado 
river. They always referred to tlie 
project as Bolder Dam. 


Then a secretary of interior nam- 


ed Ray Lyman Wilbur, to their in- 
tense disgust, named the thing after 
a friend of Jits whom they heartily 
disliked. 
Wilbur 
designated it as 


"Hoover Dam." 


Most senators went right on call- 


ing it "Boulder" and you could cull 
it one thing or the other for quite a 
while until a change of administra- 
tion occurred and Mr. Ickes, not long 
after he succeeded Wilbur, announced 
with grim satisfaction 'that is was go- 
ing to be "Boulder," not "Hoover." 


But recently the governor of Ari- 


zona sent the start's army and navy 
—consisting of one bumboat on the 
Colorado — to drive federal engineers 
from their work on Parker Dam, a 
PWA project closely related to the 
larger development. 


And the federal government has 


just sued before the supreme court to 
enjoin Arizona from interference. In 
its brief, signed by Attorney General 


Cummings 
and 
Solicitor 
General 


Biggs, Ickes found in the enumera- 
tion of Parker Dam purposes: 


" 
regulating the water discharg- 


ed at Hoover (Boulder) Dam, in such 
manner as to enable more effective 
use of said Boulder Dam and for oth- 
er public purposes." After which, the 
brief consistently refers to the dam as 
"Hoover (Boulder) Dam." 
If it had 


only said "Boulder (Hoover) Dam," 
Ickes wouldn't be quite so sore.

Jn cases of gout it may be desirable 


to have a diet low in proteins, but this 
does not apply to the diet in most 


\ forms of arthritis, 


_ Therefore, the one important prin- 
ciple would seem to be restriction of 
the carbohydrate foods, principally 


' because persons with arthritis have 


/difficulty with carbohydrates, due to 
abnormalities in their intestinal tract, 


* and because the records show that 


some of these patients improve with 
lessening of the carbohydrate intake. 


The best die't for any arthritic or 


rheumatic person, however, is a well- 
balanced diet. Moreover, you should 
be certain that such diet is adequate 
in vitamins and in mineral salts, and 
contains sufficient amounts of calo- 
Yies to keep up nutrition. 


An example of such diet is the fol- 
lowing:
